Taxpayers big losers 
in Isla Vista rioting

Taxpayers will be the big losers as a 
result of UC Santa Barbara campus dis­ 
orders and the rioting and burning at the 
campus bordering community of Isla Vis­ 
ta, it became clear today. 
The Board of Supervisors has been 
informed that county tax funds in the 
amount of more than $237,000 will be 
needed to pay for deployment of person­ 
nel of county and outside police agen­ 
cies during the incidents late in Janu­ 
ary and again last week. 
This figure doesn’t include about $20,- 
000 damage to police cars and trans­ 
portation units, nor does it include food 
and transport costs of the small army of 
law enforcement personnel rushed here. 
County 
Administrative Officer Ray­ 
mond D. Johnson emphasized to the sup­ 
ervisors the report was an “ estimate” 
at this time. He indicated the costs 
could go radically higher. Also involved 
are medical bills for scores of injured 
officers. 
Indirectly, taxpayers will bear the 
brunt of property damage which is expec­ 
ted to exceed $500,000 in Isla Vista 
business area. Loss of assessed valua­ 
tion means tax losses there in the 
coming year and may have to be made 
up by taxpayers elsewhere. 
Burning of the Bank of America branch, 
valued at $350,000 plus contents, was 
so infuriating to officials of the huge 
banking chain that they have offered 
$25,000 in reward money for informa­ 
tion leading to arrest and conviction 
of the arsonists. 
Peace officers put in more than 6,800 
hours jousting with demonstrators in a 
series 
of confrontations, in addition 
to 13,196 hours on the Isla Vista dis­ 
orders lasting most of last week until 
the National Guard moved in and a four- 
inch rainfall poured down. 
The breakdown showed taxpayers costs 
totaling about $156,334 on the Isla Vis­ 
ta disorders, and $81,253 on the cam­ 
pus confrontations. 
There are other taxpayer costs in­ 


volved. No one knows the true costs 
attached to the more than 30 bombing 
threats which in recent weeks have 
forced emptying of large UCSB build- 
ings, including the 8-story library and 
5-story Administration Building. 
The Administration Building has been 
badly battered several times by terror­ 
ists, with the costs of replacing huge 
plateglass windows which were shat­ 
tered running into the thousands of dol­ 
lars.

TOULON, France (UPI) — The French 
submarine 
Eurydyce, 
built to combat 
nuclear submarines at great depth, dis­ 
appeared in the stormy Mediterranean 
today with 45 men aboard. 
British naval sources in Portsmouth, 
England, said an oil slick and wreck­ 
age had been sighted in the search area 
66 miles east of Marseilles and that 
the French had asked for “ salvage 
equipment.” 
No other details were immediately 
available. 
The submarine, which reported it 
was making an 1,800 foot dive, did not 
reappear at 10 a.m. (4 a.m. EST) 
as 
scheduled and the navy expressed deep 
concern. Tonight, it officially listed the 
Eurydyce as missing. 
The French Mediterranean Fleet, on 
maneuvers off the Algerian coast, was 
ordered to speed to the site — near 
where 
a sister vessel disappeared in 
January, 1968, 
with 52 men, also in a 
Mediterranean storm. 
French Navy officials said the 1,040- 
ton vessel failed to surface after 
an 
1,800-foot test dive and that serious con­ 
cern was felt for the boat which normal-

The secret indictments were handed up 
to Dodson’s court late this morning. The 
eight indictments, it was understood, 
named a number of persons from out­ 
side areas including Berkeley and other 
UC campuses. 
Barry Cappello, chief trial deputy of 
the district attorney’s office, said the 
indictments charged felonies including 
possession of fire bombs, arson on a po­ 
lice vehicle, assault on police officers 
and throwing missiles at a moving ve­ 
hicle. 
Possession of fire bombs < arries a 
mandatory prison sentence of five years 
on conviction, court attaches stated. 
Evidence held by authorities includes 
eight home - made fire bombs of high 
octane gas in soft drink bottles with rags 
for wicks; huge sling shots capable of 
propelling handfuls of small rocks and 
smooth, rounded rocks of nearly fist- 
size. 
The Grand Jury deliberated 
more 
than eight hours up until last evening 
before returning the secret true bills. 


Council approves 


purchase of riot 


control items 


The Lompoc City Council last night 
approved by a 3-2 vote the immediate pur­ 
chase of riot control equipment by the 
Lompoc police department to help con­ 
trol emergency situations in the city. 
Two members of the council, 
Mrs. 
Charlotte Benton and Richard Jacoby, 
voted against the purchase for different 
reasons. 
Jacoby said he was in favor of get­ 
ting the equipment but felt it was not 
necessary to rush into the matter. He 
said a bill presently before state leg­ 
islature would possibly provide funds to 
help the city with such a purchase. He 
said he favored waiting for the outcome 
of that bill. 
Mrs. Benton said she did not antici­ 
pate any such emergencies in the city 
and the purchase of such items as a gre­ 
nade launcher would do more to pro­ 
voke an incident than prevent it. 
Lompoc police recently aided in the 
Isla Vista riots but had to borrow riot 
control equipment from other agencies. 
Because of this, Chief of Police Ray 
Robertson last night requested 10 chem­ 
ical gas masks 
at $380; 
10 safety 
riot shields, 
$399.50; 10 riot batons, 
$40; 100 specially constructed riot hand­ 
cuffs, 
$45; 
two grenade launc hers to 
be attached to rifles, 
$33; 
40 cart­ 
ridges for the launchers, $20; 10 hel­ 
mets with face 
guards, 
$249; 
one 
“ bullhorn,” $110; 10 protective gloves, 
$60, 
and 10 athletic type safety cups, 
$69.50 for a total of $1,406. 
Councilman Art Scott made a motion 
for immediate purchase 
of all the 
equipment but amended his motion at the 
request of Mayor Robert MacC lure to 
leave out the chemical gas masks and the 
safety riot shields. 
MacClure said he would 
favor pur­ 
chasing these 
items 
after the state 
legislature acts on the funding bill. 
The council also approved 
shifting 
$1,600 from the general fund to the 
police 
overtime payment fund to pay 
those officers who helped during the 
riot in Isla Vista. 
County Supervisor 
Francis 
Beattie 
attended 
the meeting and assured the 
council the county would reimburse the 
city all expenses 
incurred during the 
riots with the exception of the regular 
salaries for the officers. He said after 
the meeting he was not sure whether or 
not the county would cover 
overtime 
salaries, “ but I would imagine so.” 
Beattie thanked the city and the coun­ 
cil for its help during the “ inexcusable 
fracas.” 
He said the board of supervisors has 
instructed the county counsel to check in­ 
to possible action against the Univer­ 
sity 
of California, Santa Barbara con­ 
cerning the riots. He said “ the univer­ 
sity is a nuisance and I think we’re going 
to get someplace with it.” 


Identity of the defendants involved will 
be revealed whi n they are taken into 
custody. 
District Attorney investigators say 
that the charges being lodged against 
persons in Berkeley and sites of other 
UC campuses and colleges tend to sup­ 
port claims that a conspiracy existed 
to carry campus demonstrations and vio­ 
lence to the business community of Isla 
Vista.

A proposal for the use of Lompoc Res­ 
ervoir as a storage facility for state pro­ 
ject water instead of Cachumal ake, will 
be forwarded to the county's water con­ 
sultant for consideration. 
Virgil Phelps, director of Division 2, 
Lompoc, presented the proposal yester­ 
day in Santa Ynez at a meeting of the 
Santa Ynez River Water Conservation 
District board. 
The District directors accepted the 
proposal and ordered Thomas Stetson, 
district 
engineer 
to make minor en­ 
gineering alterations for submission to 
Robert 
Edmonston, 
water consultant 
for the County Water Agency. Stetson 
told the Record he hoped to get Edmon­ 
ston to do any engineering feasibility 
studies that might be necessary to en­ 
able the agency to evaluate it. 
Under Phelps’ projiosal which was re­ 
vealed yesterday in the Record, state 
project water would be piped to I ompot 
Reservoir for storage and thence to the 
south coast distribution sv stem via a pas­ 
sage in the Gaviota area. 
Bureau engineers have recommended 
the construction of I ompoc Reservoir 
on the Santa Ynez River southeast of 
Lompoc to capture river flows that nor­ 
mally are lost to the o< ean. 
Edmonston has proposed the use of 
Cachuma Lake for storage of the state* 
water and transmission to the south 
coast via the Teeolote Tunnel. Studies 
are still under way on all aspects of the 
problems facing the county when and if 
the state water is delivered. 
Santa Barbara County has made a 
tentative committment for an annual sup­ 
ply of 57,700 acre feet of the state proj­ 
ect water. 
Stetson has been meeting with Edmon­ 
ston and engineers from other county 
entities to formulate plans for the distri­ 
bution of the state water, and to make 
recommendations on financing the cost.

chief fiscal expert—told Mona­ 
gan “ If you really want to 
accomplish 
something 
’’ he 
should require more detailed 
information from public offi- 
cials. 
He 
suggested 
they 
declare whether their invest­ 
ment is between $5,000 and 
$25,000, or tietween $25,000and 
$50,000—and so forth. 
“ I really don’t think that 
$5,000 is necessarily a conflict 
of interest,” Post said. “ But I 
certainly see how a $100,000 
investment could be in con­ 
flict ’’ 
Monagan later told newsmen 
he might consider writing more 
specific disclosure 
require­ 
ments into his bill, but wasn’t 
sure what they should be. 
Assemblyman John L. Bur­ 
ton, USan Francisco, spoke 
facetiously of “ the poor, decent, 
honest citizen politician who 
probably has more chance at 
each meeting to get involved in 
rich business deals than does 
the 
chairman of the Senate 
Finance Cummittee in Washing­ 
ton, D.C ” 
But another Democrat—As­ 
semblyman Robert W . Crown of 
Alameda—said he opposes the 
Monagan bill and also voted 
against the Unruh Act because 
they are “ a peeping tom. police 
state ap{)roach toward discou­ 
raging people from running for 
high public office.” 
“ Some people.” Crown added, 
“ may be discomforted to let 
people know how little they 
‘•wn.”

carrier-based U.S. Navy jets 
bombed the Ho Chi Minh Trail 
Tuesday 
night and today in 
continuing strikes in southern 
Laos, where North Vietnamese 
troops have overrun two more 
government outposts. 
U.S. communiques said the 
Navy jets from carriers on 
Yankee station flew no missions 
in ^’ietnam for the second time 
in three days. Official sources 
reported they were all busy 
bombing instead in Laos.

der. Editorial content of the 
newspaper is supposed to be 
restricted to students. 
In one bylined article, titled 
“ We 
Led

Revolution,” 
Johnson wrote:

earlier as we ran up the neatly 
planted embankment . . . I 
could see arms drawn back, 
rocks balanced, then cheers and 
tires squealing and I quickly 
got rid of two small stones . . .

damaged sidewalks and curbs 
and gutters throughout the city 
of Lompoc could cost anywhere 
from $48,000 to $86,000, de­ 
pending upon the program used 
to repair them, Public Works 
Director Ken Dawson told the 
city council last night. 
This, of course, would come 
under a long range program 
of sidewalk repair and main­ 
tenance, 
Dawson 
told 
the 
council. 
In the meantime, he 
said 
“ emergency, 
exper­ 
imental, temporary” patching 
type of repair work could be 
carried out at the more severly 
damaged locations with funds 
presently 
budgeted 
for such 
work. 
The 
council 
authorized 
Dawson 
to proceed with his 
emergency plans, while at the 
same time continuing his study 
of the overall program. 
Dawson reported that there 
is presently 21,000 square feet 
of sidewalk and 4,500 linear 
feet of curb and gutter in need 
of repair. 
He said if the city 
were to contract for the job 
it would cost between $58,000 
to $86,000 and would require 
a tax rate of 18 to 27 cents. 
If city forces performed the 
work, Dawson said, it would 
cost between $48,000 to $74, 
000 and would require a tax 
rate of 15 to 23 cents. 
A third program mentioned 
by Dawson is one that could be 
implemented by State Code pro­ 
visions to assess adjacent prop­ 
erty owners for all work except 
cross-gutters. Such a program 
would cost the city between 
$5,500 to $8,500 and would re­ 
quire a tax rate of two to 
three cents. 
Dawson said the third pro­ 
gram, “ would be most diffi­ 
cult to adm inister.” 
The public works director 
said his report was only a 
preliminary one, that he would 
have it “ polished within a couple 
of days.” He said Matt Hower­ 
ton, director of parks, had not 
had a chance to see or comment 
on it.

encountered only an amateur 
Tuesday night when he defeated 
Mando Ramos of Long Beach, 
Calif., to regain the lightweight 
boxing crown. 
Before a crowd of 15,577 at 
the Sports Arena that paid a 
gate of$ 150,081.50, the 20-year- 
old veteran in his 10th year as 
a professional gave Ramos, 21, 
a boxing lesson for nine rounds. 
The fight was halted after the 
ninth at the request of the 
champion's corner. 
The 
new 
champion 
from 
Panama 
gave 
a 
dazzling 
exhibition 
of 
jabbing 
and 
elusiveness 
in 
scoring his 
victory. It was the second time 
Laguna had won the lightweight 
crown. 
" I had expected to fight a 
professional,” Laguna said in 
his dressing room. "Ramos 
showed 
himself 
to 
be 
an 
amateur. He never hurt me, I 


could have boxed 25 rounds at 
that speed.” 
Laguna's pride had been hurt 
by the brash remarks ofRamos 
before the fight and he repaid 
them both in the ring and his 
post-fight comments, 
“ When I won the title from 
Carlos Ortiz in 1965 and then 
lost to him twice, I was only 
half the fighter I am today,” 
Laguna said. “ I have much 
more experience and 1 am a 
better fighter. Now I’m going 
home to Panama. 
“ I expect to fight again in 
May but I don’t know who. As 
things stand, I have no interest 
or intention of giving Ramos a 
rematch. He is still very green 
and at least a year away from 
his peak.” 
Laguna said he 
told the 
president of Panama in a post 
fight ringside statement how 
grateful he was to bring the 
title back to his country. 
The badly cut Ramos, who 
had blood streaming firom both 
eyes when the bout was halted 
at the request of his manager. 
Jackie McCoy, berated himself 


for what he termed “ a dumb 
fight.” 
“ I didn’t 
feel strong,” he 
said. “ This guy is a real good 
fighter. 
If I fought him again 
I ’d stay on top of him. While I 
hit him some good punches, I 
kept getting hit with his fast 
punches. 
He 
has 
real 
fast 
hands.” 
But McCoy said he wouldn't 
be anxious to have Ramos go to 
Panama to meet Laguna. The 
manager said he decided to halt 
the fight in the ninth round 
when Ramos suffered a cut on 
his 
right eye 
after having 
premiously been cut twice on 
the left eye.

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Great decisions of 1970

TOKYO (UPI)—Little more 
than a generation ago Navy Lt. 
Richard M. Nixon and millions 
of other Americans devoted 
their lives to a war whose aim 
was to destroy Japan as a 
world power. 
On Jan. 22, in his message on 
the State of the Union at the 
dawn of the 1970’s, President 
Nixon 
told 
the 
American 
people: 
“ We 
have 
developed 
an 
historic new basis for Japanese- 
American friendship, which is 
the linchpin of peace in the 
Pacific.” 
It was a way of saying that 
the Japanese have come back. 
Uncle Sam has asked Japan to 
share the job of keeping what is 
left 
of 
Asia 
out 
of 
the 
Communist orbit. 
For the time being, Japan’s 
chief 
duty 
will 
be 
giving 
economic aid to Asia’s non- 
Communist nations. 
However, Japan a l s o is 
rearming, 
so far 
without 
criticism 
from 
the 
United 
States. The Nixon administra- 
vtion 
asks 
only 
that 
the 
Japanese stop short of building 
nuclear weapons. 
Edwin O. Reischauer, the 
formr 
U.S. ambassador 
in 
Tokyo and a Harvad Asian 
scholar, thinks America had no 
choice but to turn to Japan for 
help. 
“ Before long it will become 
clear that the United States can 
make no military commitment 
or play any stabilizing role in 
Asia without the understanding 
and support of Japan,” Reis­ 
chauer said recently. 


Britain’s author!ative Institute 
of Strategic Studies. He adds 
that the defensive strength will 
grow as the Chinese improve 
their arsenal of nuclear weap 
pons. 


The aim of the “ contain 
ment” policy is to keep the 
Chinese shut up in China. The 
United States set out in the 
early 1950s to build a wall of 


non-Communist — preferably 
anti - Communist 
— nations 
around China. 
South Korea, Taiwan, South 
Vietnam, 
Thailand 
and The 
Philippines all became active 
American allies. South Korea 
and Vietnam were defended on 
the battlefield by American 
fighting men. Britain did a 
similar 
job 
in 
the 
Malay 
Peninsula. American military 


equipment and economic aid 
poured into these countries. 
The containment policy was a 
partial success. A Communist- 
engineered invasion of South 
Korea in 1950 was frustrated: 
however, 
when Gen Douglas 
MaCarthur tried to wrench 
North Korea away from Com­ 
munist 
rule, 
the 
Chinese 
intervened with Russian help 
and snatched it back. 


With Chinese and Russian 
aid, North Vietnam was esta- 
blished as a Communist state in 
1954. Elsewhere in Indochina, 
about half of Laos came under 
Communist control. The Chi- 
nest grabbed strategic territo­ 
ry in the Himalayas from In­ 
dia in a border war in 1962. 
On the other hand, the policy 
saved South Korea. Communist 
uprisings in The Philippines, 


Malays 
and Indonesia have 
been crushed. Nixon’s advisers 
are publicly 
confident that 
South Vietnam’s future will be 
that 
of 
a 
non-Communist 
country. 


The “ containment” policy is 
not in trouble yet because of 
military failure by the United 
States. The big problems are 
money and faltering morale on 
the home front. 
The U.S. role as protector of 
the non-Communist nations of 
both Europe and Asia has been 
expensive. 
It 
has 
drained 
money from the United States, 


spurred inflation’ undermined 
the dollar, and threatened the 
American position as the free 
world’s banker. 
The drain on U.S. finances 
rose to an unprecedented level 
in the first three-quarters of 
1969 when$7.4 billion flowed out 
of the country in balance-of- 
payment losses. 
The full extent of these losses 
has been partially disguised by 
a U.S. policy of covering them 
by borrowing from its allies. 
The extent of the borrowing 
is a U.S. government secret. 
Loas from the West German 
government and German banks 


are believed to run close to $2 
billion. A congressional hearing 
last year uncovered the fact 
that the 
United States had 
tapped even such foreign aid 
clients as Thailand and South 
Korea to buy U.S. government 
bonds. 
The Korean and Vietnamese 
Wars were accompanied by 
sharp rises in the cost of living 
in the United States, although 
some economists 
insist the 
wars themselves were not thf 
sole cause. 
Finally, the blend of mission 
ary zeal and self interest tha 
(Continued on Page 3B) 


The 
Chinese Communists 
think the same thing. Unlike 
Reischauer they take it as a 
sign of American weakness. 
“ The situation reflects the 
profound changes that have 
been 
taking 
place 
in 
the 
balance 
of 
forces 
in 
th 
imperialist countries,” Radio 
Peking 
said 
recently. 
“ It 
reflects the rapid decline of 
U.S. economic superiority in the 
capitalist world.” 
The new policy of Japanese 
American 
partnership 
faces 
hazards. It is being cemented 
at a moment when many U.S. 
businessmen are bitterly criti­ 
cal of Japan. These business 
disputes, if they got out of 
hand, could wreck the whole 
project. 
Also, 
the 
United 
States 
clearly intends to be the senior 
partner. It is insisting to the 
right to a monopoly of nuclear 
weapons. 
The 
whole policy 
assumes the ambitious Japar 
nese will accept a junior role 
indefinitely., 
Washington seems confident 
this can be brought 
about 
jecause of Japan’s need for 
military protection, and the 
large role the U.S. plays in 
Japan’s economy. 


In Asia, America’s partner is 
Japan. Her problem is China, 
and to a lesser degree, Russia. 
U.S. foreign policy in Asia in 
the 20th century has had three 
unchanging goals: 
—The first goal is to keep 
any nation from dominating 
Asia and threatening the United 
States in the Pacific, whether it 
be China, Russia or Japan. 
-The second goal is to keep 
the door open everywhere in 
Asia for American trade and 
investment. 
—The third is to help Asia 
modernize along the lines on 
free enterprise, with a strong 
leavening of Western ideas. 
In 
1941, Japan posed the 
biggest threat to these aims. 
The United States allied itself 
with China 
in a war against 
Japan. Today it is the other 
way around. China is the threat 
and Japan is the ally. 
Since the United States went 
into Asia more than 100 years 
ago, lt has been uneasy at the 
idea of a strong China. 
U.S. Navy theorist Admiral 
Alfred T. Mahan set forth the 
American fear clearly in 1900: 
“ It is scarcely desirable that 
So vast a proportion of mankind 
as 
the 
Chinese 
should be 
animated by one spirit and 
moved as a single man.” 
In 1949, flie event Mahan had 
feared came to pass. Mao Ts&* 
tung united Nhina under Com­ 
munism, 
and proclaimd his 
intention to spread it. 
With the Japanese out of the 
power struggle as a result of 
World War 11, the American 
goal in Asia became “ contain­ 
ment” of Communist power— 
mostly Chinese-generated pow­ 
er. 


Reluctantly, Washington ao 
cepted Red China's existence as 
a fact that could be changed 
only at great risk and expense 
-through a military occupation 
of 
the 
Chinese 
mainland. 
Presidents Truman and Eisen­ 
hower rejected that idea. 
“ For the moment, China has 
great defensive strength,” says 
Kenneth Hut, deputy chief of

The American people have 
lived through three big wars in 
Asia in 30 years. The Vietnam 
War

Denounced by the United States 
in 1945 as unfit for international 
duties, the Japanese have been 
spared the responsibility ofthe 
defense of Asia. Protected by 
the United States and the Soviet

product reached $167 billion in 
1969. The Japanese Ministry of 
Finance estimates it w ill climb 
to a rate of $200 billion early in 
1971—about one fifth the size of 
the American economy. 


No American should underes­ 
timate the boost that Japanese 
foreign aid to Asian nations has 
given 
the 
U.S. 
containment 
policy. The angry complaints 
from the Communist countries 
are the best testimony of its 
impact. 
The half billion U.S. dollar 
aid package Japan is directing 


toward South Korea is the key 
to 
that 
country’s 
economic 
“ takeoff” in the last five years. 
North Korea’s 
Radio 
Pyon­ 
gyang 
furiously accuses the 
Americans of “ giving South 
Korea back to the Japanese.” 
Japan has equaled the United 
States as a giver of foreign aid 
in Asia outside Vietnam. The 
Japanese 
contribution 
grew 
from $237 million in 1960 to an 
estimated $1.05 billion in 1968. 
Over half of it is directed to 
Asia. 
“ We intend to keep expanding 
our aid as far as our economic 
resources permit,” said Fin- 


ance Minister Takeo Fukuda in 
1968. “ We hope to double the 
economic assistance to Asia in 
the next five years.” 
The 
aid program has its 
critics. 
The Japanese 
tack 
stiffer terms than America on 
the loans they give foreign aid 
clients. In some countries, aid 
projects obviously have been 
designed 
to 
further Japan's 
special interests. 


The refusal of Nixon and 
Secretary of State William P. 
Rogers to say anything specific 
about Japan’s future m ilitary 
role creates uncertainty among 


America’s other Asian allies. 
They know that Japan, with 
no nuclear deterrent, cannot 
alone protect them from China 
and Russia. Also, many ofthe 
Asian countries have unplea­ 
sant memories of Japanese rule 
in World War n. They gag at 
the idea Japan might become 
Asia’s m ilitary policeman for 
conventional warfare. 
Even 
without 
the 
use of 
Japan’s 
250,000 
man 
self- 
defense force in Asian peace­ 
keeping 
operations, 
Japan's 
m ilitary value to the United 
States is enormous. She is a 
“ permanent aircraft carrier” 


for U.S. planes off the coasts of 
China and North Korea. 
The U.S. Navy’s key bases in 
the Orient are both in Japan— 
Yokosuka and Sasebo. Nowhere 
else in the Orient is there 
anything comparable to Japan’s 
pool of trained ship technicians, 
and her ability to provide the 
7th Fleet with spare parts and 
rush-order repair jobs. 
Under the U.S.-Japan security 
treaty, the availability of these 
bases to America after June of 
this year will depend solely on 
Japan’s 
good 
will. 
Legally, 
Japan w ill have the right to or­ 
der the United States to quit 


them any time Tokyo so de­ 
cides. 
Even now they can not be 
used 
against a third power 
without Japan’s consent. The 
same will be true of U.S. bases 
on Okinawa when that island 
reverts to Japan in 1972. 


At least two jagged rocks 
could shipwreck the policy of 
Japanese - American partner­ 
ship: 
—One is th fact that some 
U.S. and Japanese businessmen 
inescapably 
are 
competitors 
who often resent each other. 
—The 
other is the Japan 


might elect to go it alone, 
possibly with her own nuclear 
weapons. 
American textile makers and 
unions charge that Japanese 
cloth is hurting the businesses 
and jobs of Americans. Con­ 
gress threatens to curb the flow 
of Japanese

States,

Japanese do it themselves. 
Detroit’s

Three auto 
makers, who established their 
leadership in Europe by buying 
out European auto firms, are 
furious because the the Japa­ 
nese won’t let them do it in 
Japan. . 
To add insult to injury, Japan 
sells Toyotas and Datsuns in 
the United States, but bars 
U.S.-made 
cars 
from 
the 
Japanese market. Through a 
maze 
of 
tariffs 
and 
legal 
roadblocks, Japan keeps out at 
least 
100 
other 
important 
American products. 
Sen. Jacob K. Javits, R-N.Y., 
told a Japanese audience on 
Jan. 26: 
“ I must say in all candor th at 
the omens for continued cordial 
economic relations in the 1970s 
are mixed. The burden of proof 
for maintaining these relations 
may rest heavily on Japan.” 


Did Japan’s failure in World 
War II extinguish her ambition 
to someday be the leader of the 
Orient? 
On 
the 
record the 
country's leaders speak only of 
Japan’s defense capabilities. 
Japan’s self-defense agency is 
drawing up a five year plan for 
expansion 
of 
the 
country’s 
260,000 man military force in 
the 1970s. 
“ Japan must acquire defense 
capabilities 
to 
match 
its 
national power,” Prime Minis­ 
ter Sato said earlier this year. 
“ Japan should 
follow the 
principle 
of defending itself 
with its own initiative,” says 
Yasuhiro Nakasone, new direo 
tor-general 
of 
the 
defense 
agency. 
Both men explain they do not 
intend that Japan should build 
nuclear weapons, and say the 
United States should continue to 
provide the nuclear shield. 
Japan 
signed 
the 
treaty 
against proliferation of nuclear 
weapons 
Feb. 
3 
with open 
reluctance, pointing out that 
France and Red China weren’t 
bound by it. She has laid all the 
legal groundwork for an escape 
from it in the future. 
Any 
sign 
that the United 
States is faltering in guarantee­ 
ing Japan or its other allies 
against nuclear attack might 
well trigger a decision in Tokyo 
to build the bomb. U.S. experts 
think the Japanese could do it 
in a few months. 


Washington appears to count 
on 
two 
things to keep the 
Japanese inline. 
The 
first is that 
the 
economies of Japan and the 
United States are 
far 
more 
closely 
meshed in 1970 than 
they were before World War 11. 
The second is that an indepei»- 
dent role would be enormously 
expensive for Japan-perhaps 
more than she would be willing 
to pay. 


Before World War II, Japan 
depended on the United States 
for 
only 
two essential raw 
materials, cotton and oil. Japan 
met the rest of her needs from 
the feeding grounds she tiad 
created in Formosa, Korea, 
Manchuria and China. 
As a result of World War II, 
Japan lost these sources of 
supply. 
The 
United 
States 
largely replaced China as the 
supplier. Japan bought little 
American coal before the war. 
Today 
mines in the United 
States meet 50 per cent of 
Japan’s needs. The same is 
true o* soybeans and wheat. 
American firms 
sell 
Japan 
most of its oil, not from the 
United States, but from the 
concessions they own in other 
countries. 


Significantly, 
the 
United 
States also is Japan’s chief 
source of uranium. 
The 
United 
States 
and 
Canada together take 30 per 
cent of Japan’s exports, far 
more than before the war. A 
$1.2 billion trade surplus with 
the United States was large 
factor in Japan’s $2.28 billion 
balance of payments surplus 
last year. 
Nixon’s advisers count on this 
economic interdependence, plus 
the fact that the arsenal of 
nuclear 
weapons 
that would 
make Japan a third force could 
be built only with an expensive 
distortion 
of 
the 
Japanese 
economy. 
Retired General Minoru Gen- 
da, who planned the 1941 Pearl 
Harbor 
bombing, thinks the 
Japanese 
couldn’t

Vietnam War, is 2.5 times as 
large as the whole Japanese 
budget. 
The United States apparently 
is calculating that Japan will be 
satisfied with a partnership in 
which the United States w ill 
have no choice but to consult 
her on the big decisions.

Live it up with a pan-fried Sirloin Steak

The great spring m igra­ 
tion of farm “ stoop" labor­ 
ers is about to start in the 
South. Thousands of children 
will travel with their parents. 
It is not true that poverty 
in the United States is con­ 
fined to our urban ghettos. 
Did you ever hear of these 
children of the road? Thou­ 
sands of them have grown up 
unskilled and unknown, help­ 
less and hopeless of finding 
a place in modern society. 
They are actually strangers 
in their own land. 
These children of m igrant 
farm workers t r a v e l with 
their f a m i l i e s in flatbed 
trucks or converted school 
buses. Often thev eo without 
eating for hours or days be­ 
cause few roadside eating 
places will serve them. Even 
fewer will let them use their 
washrooms. 
“These blighted kids go to 
work at 12 or 13, sometimes 
sooner. 
T h e y average a 
fourth- or fifth-grade educa­ 
tion,” says Vidal A. Rivera 
Jr., director of the national 
migrant education program. 
“ Most of them never eat a 
balanced m e a l , and they 
suffer from a list of diseases 
most people only read about. 
So you can understand why 
we are working so hard to 
put s o m e hope into their 
lives, uive them some reu- 


“ The parents are usually 
ignorant, superstitious, h ard ­ 
working a n d suspicious of 
strangers. 
They are often 
dirty and indifferent to many 
social customs. But without 
stoop l a b o r m any of our 
crops could not be gathered. 
“To locate the children and 
to persuade their parents to 
permit them to c o m e to 
school, if only for a few 
hours 
a day, 
to 
get the 
hostile local people to accept 
them and to w o r k with 
authorities, 
well, 
you can 
see w h a t an almost over­ 
whelming job this can be.”

Pan-fried s m a l l steaks, 
home fries, gravy and bis­ 
cuits are regional American 
favorites. But the thought of 
pan-broiling a top prime sir­ 
loin steak puts many cooks 
off. This method of preparing 
steak is a European special­ 
ty and there is no reason 
why any cook this side of the 
Atlantic can’t turn out a 
steak worthy of an interna­ 
tional chef. The secrets are 
quick pan-broiling, selection 
of a good piece of beef and 
the proper sauce. 
Many chefs swear by pan- 
broiling a steak in a hot skil­ 
let with only a layer of salt. 
However, Fritz Reiter, exec­ 
utive chef for the Hoppin 
John Restaurant in Hamil­ 
ton, Bermuda, first “fries” 
his s t e a k in butter, then 
mixes his special sauce and 
finishes the steak in it. 


A pan-fried steak always 
is made rare but those who 
like their steaks well-done 
will never know the differ­ 
ence with the rich, dark 
sauce hiding the pink-pink 
middle. Leftover steak pre­ 
pared in this way is never 
dried out. 


Chef Reiter also shares a 
salad secret with those who 
want to have a perfect meal 
when spending a tidy sum 
for a top cut of beef. After 
rinsing 
and drying 
salad 
greens, he suggests mixing 
two parts olive oil in one 
part vinegar in a small dish. 


To this add salt and freshly 
ground pepper to taste and 
stir well. Pour mixture grad­ 
ually over salad at the table 
when ready to serve and toss 
lightly between additions of 
dressing. This makes the 


salad crisper than adding 
ingredients separately to the 
salad and mixing.

ular food and some regular 
education.”

Spanish and has had long ex­ 
perience working in m igrant 
education.

“ This is what we are up 
against. 
The m igrant child 
arrives at any tim e during 
regular or sum m er school. 
He m ay rem ain for a few 
weeks or months, depending 
on crop schedules. He usual­ 
ly is hungry. So it is up to 
the schools to feed these un­ 
fortunate 
youngsters. 
The 
estim ated costs for 1970 will 
be a minimum of 15 cents 
per pupil for breakfast, 35 
cents for lunch and 10 cents 
for a snack.

Radio operators 


now can license 


Several thousand California 
motorists can now expect to pay 
$20 
apiece, for the privilege 
of attaching citizens band ra­ 
dio operator license plates to 
their cars. 
CB radio station operators 
last year successfully sponsor­ 
ed a bill in the California Leg­ 
islature which entitles them to 
this distinction. 
In over-all size as well as in 
lettering style the plates will 
resemble the current gold-on- 
blue variety of California pas­ 
senger car license plates, said 
John L. McLaughlin, 
regis­ 
trar of vehicles. Three letters 
followed by four numerals — 
standard for CB 
call signals 
— will completely fill the space 
available on the plate. 
Eligible for the plates are 
holders of unexpired class D ra­ 
dio 
station 
licenses 
in the 
Citizens 
Radio 
Service is­ 
sued by the Federal Commun­ 
ications Commission. 
License plate 
applications 
may be obtained on and after 
March 
second at any DMV of­ 
fice, 
McLaughlin announced. 
The plates must be specially 
manufactured. Orders will be 
filled as received and the li­ 
cense plates — one set per ap­ 
plicant — will be mailed approx­ 
imately twenty days thereafter. 
California’s 
amateur radio 
operators became eligible for 
distinctive 
license plates in 
1959, 
and some 26,000 have 
applied 
for 
amateur plates 
since then. Motorists who have 
been accustomed to sighting 
these plates will find Citizens 
Band plates adding to the license 
plate variety visible onCalifor- 
nia highways.

The National Geographic Society describes the Laotians as 
a gentle, peaceable people, even though they live in the center 
of the Southeast Asia cauldron. 
The name “ Laotian” is used loosely. The population, vari­ 
ously estimated at from two to three million, is composed 
of 22 minority groups, some of whom are not even aware that 
there is a country called Laos, much less two countries called 
the United States and Soviet Russia whose arms are fueling 
the battles now going on in the kingdom.

has 
no paved 
roads, no railroads and few tele­ 
phones. Two-thirds of its 
91,428 
square miles (slightly 
than Oregon) are mountainous jungle, 
dotted with 
averaging about 200 inhabitants. 
In the monsoon 
these villages are completely cut off from each oth-

edgeable observers would put it as high 
as 200,000,000. 
The Panthers’ 
aims are 
avowedly 
revolutionary. It is intolerable that they 
should 
accumulate stores of weapons 
and ammunitions. Yet the terrifying log­ 
ic of the militancy is that if the whites 
are arming to destroy us, then we must 
arm. They live in a miasma of rumor 
of 
genocide and concentration camps 
and the recent shoot-outs 
in Chicago 
and Los Angeles have 
spread 
fear 
and suspicion in the black world far 
beyond the fanatical Panther fringe. 
Painfully evident is the lack of an 
adequate 
gun-control 
law that would 
crack down on both whites and blacks. 
Sen. Joseph 
Tydings, 
D., - Md., has 
reintroduced his bill requiring federal 
or state licensing 
for gun ownership 
with 
positive 
identification of the 
purchaser. 
Licenses would be denied 
for reason of a felony record or a civil 
commitment for mental illness or to any­ 
one under the age of 21. 
The chances for the bill getting out 
of committee and onto the floor of the 
Senate are virtually nil, despite the stern 
warning contained in the report of the 
commission on violence. And the reason 
is not solely the power of the gun lob­ 
by, 
conspicuously 
the National Rifle 
Association. 
Testimony 
by a spokesman for the 
Nixon 
administration 
a year ago 
snuffed out any 
possibility of support 
for 
tightening 
the gun law passed in 
1968. 
The pious attitude taken by the 
administration 
was that there 
should 
be no further federal 
action 
until it 
was seen what the states would do. That 
meant no action, 
period, 
since only 
with a push by the Department of Jus­ 
tice could a law 
with real teeth have 
had a chance. 
The gun-control law passed in 1968 in 
the aftermath of the assassination of 
Sen. Robert F. Kennedy was certainly 
the half a loaf better 
than none. The 
individual purchasing a gun cannot do 
so outside his own state. That was a dis­ 
tinct gain, since nine out of 10 hand 
guns had been purchased simply by 
crossing a state line. 
Under 
another provision, thanks to a 
more or less accidental 
amendment, 
a felon cannot own a weapon. Obviously, 
however, this applies only after you 
catch the culprit. A crackdown in the 
District 
of Columbia 
revealed that 
convicted 
felons are “ renting” guns 
from 
purveyors 
agreeing to take 
a 
part of the loot as rental. 
At the moment 
in 1968 
when sup­ 
posedly 
after the Kennedy tragedy the 
time 
was right for strict 
legislation 
Tydings put forward 
his measure. It 
was defeated on the Senate floor by a 
vote of two to one. The gun lobby vowed 
to get the Maryland Senator who is up 
for reelection to a second term this 
year. 
They looked in vain for a candidate 
to knock him out in the September pri­ 
mary. 
Despite some firm 
nudging by 
the President, 
Maryland’s 
Rep. Rog­ 
ers C. B. Morton, who is Republican 
national 
chairman, declined the honor 
of running against Tydings in Novem­ 
ber. 
The private polls have shown him 
exceptionally strong, perhaps invulnera- 
ble. 
He is not anxious to see a floor vote 
on his bill at this point. It would be a use­ 
less exercise and merely serve to put 
Senators 
up this fall on the spot. For 
example, Majority Leader Mike Mans­ 


field of Montana 
would have to vote 
against the stronger legislation, since 
the hunters are a powerful force in his 
state. 
The private 
armories will continue 
to grow in both the black and white com­ 
munities.

guns

the gun lobby denounced the chairman, 
Dr. Milton Eisenhower, as a Stalin and 
a Hitler.
